efugees from Petersbur who 
left that city on thé lst of October, 
said:' “The constant tb 
whith the city! has ef late been 
subjected, hus duue it an enormous 
deal of dainage, in spite of all 
rebel efforts to hide the fact..’ All 
above the city the effect has been 
felt, and houses shattered in every 
direction. Every man, woman and 
child who could, has moved away 
from the city, and principally gone 
to Richmond, thereby adding ver 
inuch to the weukneas, want and 
distress already existing in the 
latter place. The price of exis- 
teuce, even at the most ordinary 
rate, is dtmost fabulous. A week 
ago one Of my informants had a 
breakfast with two friends, which 
cost him ninety-five dollars , the 
costliest part of the entertain- 
ment being comprised in two 
spare chickens. He fully expec- 
ted, he said, that his auda- 
cions indulgence’ wonld brin 
him in a bill of fifty dollars, but 
that ninety-fivedollars astonished 
even his accustomed nerves. Foe} 
is put almost entirely out of reacli 
of the people. Their chief anpply ; 
used to come throvgh portions of 
Dinwiddie and Prince George 
counties, bntas our army is now 
scattered about there, the supply 
is completely cut off. The people 
are in the utmost state of despon- 
dency, and look upon our pogses- 
sion of the place as a matter now 
quite inevitable. Indeed, many 
of them would wish for nothing 
better. if they could only vent the 
real feeling of their hearts.”
